'_ EGYPTIAN STATE RAILWAY 
LOCOMOTIVES. 


Mr. F. H: Trevethick, general manager of 
the Egyptian State Railwtys has adopted a 
new: method of heating the feedwater for loco- 
motives working between Cairo and Alexandria 
which is described in a recent ‘issue of the 
“Revue Industrielle.” The water is heated by 
the exhaust steam in combination with the 
waste heat of the smoke box gases. The feed- 
water is forced into the boiler by a horizontal 
motor pump placed on the left-hand side of 
the fire-box, and using: steam at full boiler 
pressure. The water passes from the pump 
through the first heater, which is formed of a 
cylinder .set vertically between the frames be- 
low-the feed pump. It is 36 ins. high and con- 
tains ninety steel tubes 7-16 ins. in diameter, 
about which the exhaust steam is* made to 
circulate. The steam condensed by the cold 
feed-water is collected in the bottom of the 
cylinder and is removed by a pipe and cock. 
The feed-water is taken from this fitst heat 
er and sent on through a pipe 24 ins. in 
‘liameter to second and third heaters, which 
are set horizontally outside the cylinders in 
such a way as to. receive a part of the exhaust 
steam on its. way to the stack. The condensing 
surface, which is the same in the three, is 
formed of forty-two tubes 7-16 ins. in diameter 
and 5.ft..6 ins. long, set in a cylindrical box. 
The second heater, which on: the right-hand 
side, is divided by a partition in such a way 
that the water traverses it twide in going 
through; in the third heater there is no such 
partition. The water passes from the third 
heater into a fourth heater, formed of an an- 
nular chamber.placed in the smoke-box, and 
containing 265:,water tubes of 1 in. inside 
diameter and 18 ins. long, amanged in three 
concentric rings, which finally deliver to the 
boiler on its centre line directly back of. the 
smoke-box. 


Stolen Rubens Recovered. 


The “Petit Parisien” states that the missing 
Rubens picture “Bacchanale d’enfants,” which 
wis stolen from -the residence of the Comte 
Edouard d’Asshe, in the Avenue Louise, at 
Brussels, last week, has been discovered by 
Paris dectectives in: a house in the Rue Ban- 
din, and that a Brussels waiter, who was 
found lodging in a house, has been -arrested, 
charged with the theft. The pictare, | which 
is valued at £4,000, was carefully packed up, 
but without its frame, and it is beligved that 
it was the intention of the arrested man‘‘to 
take it:to America.

A MEMORABLE DAY. . 

The Pasha recalls that the day, September 
14, is a day memorable in the history of Egypt. 
It is the centenary. of the evacuation of Egypt 
by British troops and at the same time'tle 
twenty-fifth anniversary of their entry into 
Cairo. The day has a double interest in that 
it reminds Egyptians of the glory of their 
fathers who defended their country and forced 
England to renounce the conquest of Egypt 
during the space ofa century, while at the 
same time it gives Egyptians cause to remem:
